Furthermore, Szajnowski et al. (US 6,539,320) and Brandstein et al. (US 
5,581 ,620) do not teach measuring time delays between multiple pairs of the plurality of 
signals by the time delay estimator (claims 1, 14, 26, 27, 40, 52). Brandstein et al. 
teaches detemiining relative time delays between frequency dependent signals 
(Abstract, lines 1-4). However, the time delays are between a reference signal and other 
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frequency dependent signals (Abstract, lines 7-10), not between multiple pairs of 



Szajnowski et al. discloses evaluating delay between two signals (Abstract, lines 
1-2) and not between pairs of signals.
